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RULES   AND   REGULATIONS. 


1. — All  members  of  the  Riding  Societies  of  East  and  West  Peter- 
borough, South  Victoria,  East  Durham  and  West  Northumberland,  and 
of  the  Peterborough  Horticultural  Society,  and  of  the  Dummer,  Smith, 
&c.,  Man  vers,  Hope  and  Hamilton  Branch  Agricultural  Societies,  who 
shall  have  paid  their  annual  subscriptions  for  the  current  year  before  the 
1st  of  September,  and  all  persons  remitting  the  sum  of  two  dollars  to 
the  Treasurer,  shall  be  "  members,"  and  as  such,  be  entitled  to  the 
advantages  conferred  on  "members,"  under  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  the    Exhibition. 

2. — Any  member  can  compete  for  any  or  all  of  the  prizes  offered  at 
the  Peterborough  Central  Exhibition  free ;  persons  not  members  may 
also  compete  in  Classes  25  and  26  free. 

3. — Animals  and  articles  entered  for  competition  must  be  bona  fide 
the  property  of  the  persons  entering  them,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
Animals,  must  have  been  grown,  produced,  manufactured  or  made, 
within  the  present  year  by  the  person  or  persons  exhibiting  them ; 
and  if  any  doubts  arise  on  the  subject  proof  will  be  required.  No  animal 
shall  be  shown  in  more  than  one  class  (with  the  exception  of  those 
exhibited  in  the  herd,  which  may  also  compete  in  the  classes  to  which 
they  respectively  belong.)  If  any  person  shall  enter  an  article  for  ex- 
hibition, as  produced  or  manufactured  by  himself  or  herself,  when  it  has 
not  really  been  so,  or  an  animal  as  their  own,  when  it  is  not  really  so, 
he  or  she  shall  forfeit  any  premium  which  may  be  awarded  the  article, 
and  be  precluded  from  exhibiting  in  future. 

4. — No  person  can  make  more  than  one  entry  of  Grain,  Seeds, 
Roots,  Fruits,  Vegetables,  Dairy  Produce,  Implements,  Manufactures, 
Ladies'  Work  or  Fine  Arts  in  the  same  section  of  a  class. 

5. — Discretionary  premiums  may  be  awarded  for  such  articles  as  may 
be  considered  worthy  by  the  Judges,  although  not  enumerated  in  the 
list,  and  the  Directors  will  determine  the  amount  of  the  premium ;  but 
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no  premium  will  be  awarded  to  any  article,  however  deserving  it  may  be, 
if  entered  as  an  extra,  when  there  is  a  class  to  which  it  properly  belongs. 

6. — Should  there  be  only  one  exhibitor  in  a  class  or  section,  the 
Judges  can  use  their  own  discretion  as  to  awarding  a  premium  ;  and 
in  all  cases  where  they  do  not  think  the  animal  or  article  worthy,  they 
can  withhold  the  premium. 

7. — All  entries  are  required  to  be  made  by  the  18th  September, 
inclusive.  Any  member  entering  after  that  date  will  be  charged  50  cents 
extra,  up  to  Saturday,  the  25th  of  September,  when  the  books  will  be 
finally  closed.     Entries  may  be  sent  by  post  (pre-paid)  to  the  Secretary. 

8. — Articles  for  exhibition  in  Classes  16  to  28  inclusive,  must  be  on 
the  ground  by  1  o'clock,  P.  M.,  on  Wednesday,  the  29th  of  September  ; 
and  in  classes  1  to  15  inclusive,  by  10  o'clock  on  Thursday,  the  30th  of 
September.      This  rule  will  be  strictly  enforced. 

9. — Articles  not  accompanied  by  their  owners  may  be  addressed  to 
the  care  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Exhibition,  if  pre-paid,  who  will 
receive  them  on  their  being  delivered  at  the  grounds ;  but  in  no  case 
will  such  articles  be  brought  on  the  grounds  and  placed  on  exhibition, 
except  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  or  their  authorized  agents. 

10. — Each  member,  on  making  entries  for  exhibition,  will  be  furnished 
with  an  admission  ticket,  which  will  admit  the  holder  three  times,  after 
which  it  must  be  given  up.  On  all  other  occasions  they  will  be  charged 
for  admission  the  same  as  non-exhibitors.  Admission — non-members 
and  non-exhibitors,  20  cents  each. 

11. — Necessary  attendants  upon  stock  and  articles  to  be  exhibited  will 
be  furnished  with  a  ticket,  good  at  the  exhibitors'  gate  only.  Said  tickets 
will  not  be  transferable,  and  will  entitle  holders  to  pass  in  three  times  a 
day,  after  which  it  will  be  cancelled. 

12. — Numerical  tickets  will  be  supplied,  with  the  name  of  the 
exhibitor  thereon,  which  must  be  attached  to  every  animal  or  article 
entered  for  competition. 

13. — Any  persons  conversing  or  otherwise  interfering  with  the  Jndges, 
while  on  duty,  will  forfeit  any  right  they  may  have  to  a  prize. 

14. — Upon  the  discovery  of  any  fraud,  deception,  or  dishonest  practice, 
either  in  the  preparation,  ownership,  or  of  any  representation,  concern- 
ing any  article  exhibited,  which  may  have  affected,  or  may  have  been 
intended  to  affect,  the  decision  of  the  Judges,  the  Board  shall  have 
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power  to  withhold  the  payment  of  any  prize  awarded,  and  may  prohibit 
any  such  party  or  parties  from  exhibiting  in  any  class  for  one  or  more 
years,  and  may  also  publish  the  names  of  such  persons  or  not,  as  may  be 
deemed  most  expedient. 

15. — No  animal  or  article  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  ground  till  the 
close  of  the  Exhibition,  at  2  P.M.,  on  Friday,  the  1st  of  October,  with- 
out the  permission  of  the  President. 

16. — Durham  and  Devon  Herd  Book  Pedigrees,  and  Ayrshire  prop- 
erly authenticated  Pedigrees,  to  be  produced  when  called  for.  Calves  to 
be  considered  such  until  one  year  old,  and  age  to  be  put  on  ticket. 
Specimens  of  Horse  Shoes  must  not  be  filed  or  polished. 

17. — Exceptions  as  to  errors  in  premiums  must,  in  order  to  be  con- 
sidered, be  made  known  to  the  Secretary  before  10  A.M.,  on  Friday, 
the  1st  of  October. 

18. — The  First  Prize  Ticket  will  be  Red  ;  the  Second,  White  ;  the 
Third,  Blue  ;  Extras,  Green. 

19. — The  Treasurer  will  commence  payment  of  premiums  on  Friday, 
1st  of  October,  at  12  o'clock;  and  persons  having  had  premiums  award- 
ed them  may  call  on  that  day,  or  leave  a  written  order  for  the  money. 

20. — Provender  will  be  provided  for  Live  Stock,  by  the  Association, 
at  cost  price.  For  information,  exhibitors  will  apply  to  the  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Grain  and  Fodder  Department,  at  his  office. 

21. — While  the  Directors  will  take«every  possible  precaution  under 
the  circumstances,  to  insure  the  safety  of  articles  sent  to  the  Exhibition, 
the  owners  themselves  must  take  the  risk  of  exhibiting ;  and  should  any 
article  be  accidently  injured,  lost  or  stolen,  the  Directors  will  give  all 
assistance  in  their  power  towards  the  recovery,  but  they  will  not  make 
any  payment  for  the  value  thereof. 

22. — Persons  competing  as  members  of  either  the  East  or  West  Riding 
of  Peterborough,  or  Smith,  &c,  Agricultural  Societies,  will  have  one 
dollar  deducted  out  of  the  prize  money  won  by  them,  for  their  next 
year's  membership  fee  to  such  Society. 

The  President's  Address  will  be  delivered  at  1  P.M.,  on  Friday,  from 
the  Judges'  Stand,  immediately  after  which  the  prize  animals  will  be 
led  around  the  horse  ring.  The  Exhibition  will  then  close,  and  parties 
will  be  at  liberty  to  remove  their  property.
